Vial  Medium,  20c. 

Also  bowl  of  water,  chamois  skin  and  sponge. 

Wet  the  sponge,  and  wring  out  the  chamois  skin 
in  wafer,  placmg  it  spread  out  on  the  table. 

Place  transfer,  after  trimming  away  all  super- 
fluous paper,  face  downward  on  the  damp  chamois. 
Where  the  transfers  are  to  be  placed  on  an  uneven 
surface,  it  is  well  to  cut  elita  in  the  edge,  as  it  avoids 
wrinkles  in  the  film.     With  the  "Single"  fcranafers 


it  is  better  to  slightly  moisten  the  back  with  a 
damp  sponge  after  they  are  placed  on  the  chamois, 
as  it  renders  them  pliable.  In  the  "Duplex"  this 
is  not  necessary. 

Hold  piece  of  linen  over  finger,  and  apply  to 
mouth  of  medium-vial,  and  rub  the  medium  on 
the  linen  all  over  space  to  be  occupied  by  transfer. 
Take  care  to  cover  each  and  every  spot,  but  don't 
use  too  much,  or  your  transfer  will  blister  in  the 
fire. 

Place  the  transfer  face  down  on  the  china,  and 
(holding  it  firmly  in  place  with  one  hanjj  wet  it 
thoroughly  with  the  wet  sponge,  and  then  roll  it 
with  the  roller,  proceeding  from  center  out,  to 
remove  all  air  bubbles.  Press  firmly  so  the  trans- 
fer will  adhere  well  to  the  china.  With  the  Duplex 
Transfers  (those  that  first  must  be  split  from  the 
paper  holding  them)  do  not  use  the  roller.  Press- 
ing down  with  the  damp  sponge  is  all  that  is  neces- 
sary. 

Next  flood  the  transfer  well  with  water,  squeez- 
ing it  from  the  sponge,  or  immersing  the  china  in 
bowl  of  water.  When  the  paper  begins  to  "lift" 
around  the  edge,  you  may  very  carefully  "peel"  it 
away  from  the  film.  If  you  notice  that  the  film 
seems  to  "lift"  from  the  china  (does  not  adhere 
well),  let  it  alone  for  a  few  minutes,  and  then  start 
to  "peel  otT"  paper  from  the  opposite  aide.  When 
possible  do  this  under  water. 

Flood  the  picture  again  with  water,  squeezing 
from  the  sponge  this  time,  and  very  carefully  press 
the  picture  with  the  damp  chamois,  taking  care 
not  to  rub  in  any  direction  to  tear  the  film.  If  any 
bubbles  prove  obstinate,  and  have  not  been  nibbed 
down  with  the  roller,  prick  them  with  a  fine  needle 
and  press  with  the  chamois.  Let  stand  twenty- 
four  hours,  or  dry  in  slow  heat  of  oven.  May  be 
treated  after  fire  exactly  as  hand  painting,  and 
touched  up  to  any  extent.  If  laying  in  a  back- 
ground for  first  fire,  do  not  paint  over  the  edge  of 
the  transfer,  as  a  line  will  show  after  fire. 

The  Duplex  Transfers  come  off  easily  and  quickly, 
but  the  others  must  remain  longer  in  water  to  have 
the  paper  peel  off  safely.  The  reds  weaken  much 
in  fire,  and  may  be  retouched  with  Fry's  Pom- 
padour, or  Lacroix  Carnation,  No.   1. 

The  Duplex  Transfers  are  marked  in  the  list  with 
a  X,  and  must  be  split  from  the  paper  holding  them 
be/ore  applying  to  the  damp  chamois. 

The  transfers  must  have  a  i-ery  light  and  stow  fire 
the  first  time,  otherwise  they  will  blister.  After 
first  fire,  will  stand  any  fire  necessary  to  develop 
accessory  painting.  Careless  and  too  hard  fire  the 
first  tirne  is  the  sole  cause  of  poor  success  in  their  use.
